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Massive search held 
for desperate cons

convicts 
on 
a 
murderous rampage against those who 
helped send 
them 
to prison 
were 
believed hiding in a mesquite-infested 
prairie today They were surrounded by 
policemen armed with shotguns and 
bloodhounds. 
“ They’re 
lying 
low ,” 
Texas 
Department of Public Safety spokesman 
Jim Robinson said. “ And we cannot 
exaggerate or overstate the danger 
those men impose.’’ 
The mother of one pleaded with police 
to get her son before he can “ hurt other 
people.’’ 
Pledging revenge and carrying a death 
list of those who helped send them to jail, 
the three convicts shot their way across 
North Texas over the weekend, leaving 
behind two dead, five wounded, two 
kidnap and rape victims and several 
wrecked and abandoned cars. 
The three-day, 150-mile journey of 
murder and random violence was halted 
early Sunday 70 miles southwest of Fort 
Worth along a seldom traveled dirt road. 
Their stolen car smashed into an 
embankment near a farm windmill and 
the three escaped on foot into thick 
underbrush familiar to at least one of 
the convicts. 
State and local police, including a half 
dozen Texas Rangers, patrolled the 
perimeter of the five-mile-wide thicket 
throughout the warm but sometimes 
rainy night, but there were no reported 
sightings of the escaped convicts. 
The trio, who escaped from the 
Colorado State Penitentiary at Canon 
City, Colo., Thursday, were identified as 
Dalton Williams, 29, Snyder, Tex., Jerry 
Ulmer, 22, Garland, Tex., and Richard 
Magnum, 22 
The area where they were believed 


hiding is sparsely populated, rugged and 
well known to Ulmer 
He once lived down here,’’ Erath 
County District Attorney Bob Glasgow 
said 
“ His brother said he had deer 
hunted every inch of it.” 
Williams’ mother said her son needed 
psychiatric help and she hoped he could 
be captured without bloodshed 
I don t want him to get out and hurt 
other people, 
Mary Jane Collum said 
I'd like for him to have help. He's 
mixed up.” 
Glasgow said the three might be 
prepared to hide for days. He said they 
had stolen pots, pans and food from a 
home at Rotan, Tex., before heading 
toward Stephenville. 
Ulmer was serving a life sentence in 
Colorado for murder and Williams was 
on an indeterminate sentence for armed 
robbery and assault. 
Magnum was 
serving three to five years for joy riding, 
a form of auto theft. 
The three placed stuffed dummies in 
their bunks Thursday and then breached 
the wall The violence began after they 
stole a car in Colorado and worked their 
way to Irvington, N. M There they 
kidnaped two 23-year-old women and 
forced them to ride to Rotan, 175 miles 
east into Texas. 
It was there they crossed the first 
name off the death list. T. L. Baker, 64, 
a widower who lived alone on a farm, 
was killed with a shotgun blast. The list 
was 
then 
dropped 
by 
Williams, 
apparently for police to find. 
“ This list had Mr. Baker’s name and 
address, 
and 
also 
the 
names and 
addresses of the district attorney and 
the district judge out there," Glasgow 
said. 
Glasgow said Baker had once testified 
against Williams in a burglary trial. 


Turk, Greek Cypriots agree 
to meet on regular basis

Turkish 
and 
Greek 
C ypriot 
community leaders met today for the 
first time since fighting began on Cyprus 
six weeks ago and agreed to meet once a 
week to continue their dialogue, U N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim said 


“ They have agreed to meet once a 
week on Mondays,” Waldheim told 
newsmen after a 35-minute meeting 
between 
Cypriot 
President 
Glafkos 
Clerides, 
leader 
of 
the 
Greek 
community, and Rauf Denktash, the 
nominal vice president of Cyprus and 
leader of the Turks. 


Waldheim emerged from the meeting 
in a tin-corrugated U.N. army hut with 
Denktash on the left and Clerides on his 
right. They shook hands with each other 
and Waldheim before leaving in opposite 
directions. 


“ We had a very fruitful meeting We 
discussed 
humanitarian 
problems,” 
Waldheim told newsmen. He said the 
talks showed the “ good intentions of 
both leaders ” 
“ I feel this good beginning in this field 
will help contribute to a political 
solution to the Cyprus problem,” he 
said. 
Earlier Waldheim met seperately 
with Clerides and Denktash. The two 
leaders approached the talks hesitantly 
in view of rival peace plans backed by 


Greece and Turkey to solve the Cyprus 
crisis. 
The island has a population of about 
560,000 
ethnic 
Greeks 
and 
140,000 
persons of Turkish origin 
The two 
communities have clashed frequently 
since independence from Britain in 1960 
Denktash canceled an earlier meeting 
with Clerides to protest a threat by the 
president to start a guerrilla war to 
regain sections of the island occupied by 
Turkish invasion troops. 
He said he would discuss only “ day to 
day" problems with Clerides, leaving 
the island’s future to be decided at talks 
between Greece and Turkey. 
A Turkish Cypriot spokesman said 
Sunday the two rival leaders would 
discuss the “ humanitarian problems ’ of 
an estimated 200,000 refugees on the 
island. 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan, the U N. 
high commissioner for refugees, was 
expected to attend the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriot talks 
In Athens, the government moved 
today to formally accept a Soviet plan 
for an international peace conference 
attended by Greece, Turkey, Cyprus and 
the 15 members of the U N. Security 
Council. 
Diplomatic sources in Washington 
said the United States and Britain 
considered the Soviet plan unwarranted 
meddling in the explosive Cypriot crisis.

Santa 
Barbara County’s proposed 
1974-75 property tax levy — earlier 
figured to be about 50 cents over the 
current rate — has been held to a 13 8 
cent 
boost 
under 
recommendations 
submitted today by County Auditor- 
Controller Paul Floyd. 
The County supervisors were to act on 
tax rate schedules from Floyd's office 
later today which call for a $2 77 levy 
per $100 assessed 
valuation 
It is 
designed to raise $20 3 million for 
general fund purposes to balance the 
budget The tax increase in dollars is in 
excess of $8 million over the amount 
raised in the 1973-74 fiscal year when the 
rate was $2 64 
Floyd, figuring the new county rate in 
with school district and special district 
levies in local areas, gave estimates on 
an average code area rate on a $40,000 
home in Lompoc as up $70 16 from an 
average of $692 55 last year. 
Floyd’s office, with the concurrence 
of the administrative office, decided not 
to place an anticipated $775,000 oil spill 
damage settlement in the budget as 
revenue for the reason that they say it is 
not certain the oil companies will make 
the payment this fiscal year. This would 
have cut the proposed increase by some 
$ 10 if used as revenue. 
Floyd reported a total of $3.3 million 
in fund balances from last year along 
with an additional one million dollars 
from 
Medi-Cal 
and 
Medi-Care 
settlements for prior years 
A tax litigation reserve of $500,000 was 
re-established this year and Floyd said 
he was also advocating of the tax 
delinquency rate to three per cent this 
year from more than four per cent last 
year.

While 
President Ford focused his attention on 
the nation’s economic doldrums today, 
the Agriculture Department outlined a 
dreary outlook for supermarket food 
prices during the remainder of this year 
and early 1975 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
told a news conference, however, that he 
was hopeful that food prices in 1975 
would not increase as rapidly as the 15 
per cent jump forecast for this year. 
Government economists have said 
that because of this summer's drought, 
1974 retail food prices will average 
about 15 per cent above 1973 and went on 
to predict further advances probably 
will hit consumers in the first half of 
1975 
Asked about the potential size of next 
year’s increase, Butz said it was hard to 
predict because of uncertainties about 
the general rate of inflation. “ But at the 
moment we don’t anticipate anything 
like 10 per cent,” he said. 
At the White House, the President met 
with his Cabinet to work on an agenda 
and 
establish 
firm 
dates 
for the 
forthcoming 
economic 
summit 
conference. Ford also conferred with 
Kenneth Rush, chairman of the steering 
committee on 
the conference, and 
William Seidman, its executive director. 
In other economic developments: 


—The 
Commerce 
Department 
reported that a $728 million deficit in 
July has pushed the nation’s trade 
balance to nearly $1 billion m the red 
this year. This compares with a $1.7 
billion surplus for all of 1973. 


—HUD Secretary James T. Lynn said 
that there is no quick and easy solutions 
to solving the slumping housing market, 
where unemployment is high.

In advance of the Cabinet meeting, 
Ford conferred with Kenneth Rush, 
chairman of the steering committee on 
the summit conference, and William 
Seidman, its executive director Ford 
plans to preside at some of the summit 
sessions and to increase public ex­ 
posure Some of the meetings may be 
televised 
The summit was expected to be held 
at the end of September or the beginning 
of October. The conference does not pre­ 
clude earlier decisions on the economy 
but Ford hopes to develop a package 
approach to solve some of the most 
pressing problems 
Ford’s day of confronting what he 
terms the nation’s No 
1 problem 
contrasted with his relaxing day Sunday 
when he played golf and attended a 
party thrown by a White House reporter. 


Ford’s romance with the White House 
press corps blossomed further Sunday 
night at a backyard barbecue at the 
home 
of 
NBC 
correspondent 
Ron 
Nessen. 
The President, who appeared in a red 
plaid sport jacket, open collared shirt, 
red slacks and white shoes, was invited 


to the gathering of reporters who 
covered Ford’s vice presidential travels 
around the country 
“ All I can say to all of you who 


suffered with us, who put up with me ... 
is that we had a helluva good time and 
the truth is I wouldn't have missed this 
for anything,” he said

McLaughlin, a former

speechwriter, said today he was enraged 
during Richard M. Nixon’s final White

days

President had allowed “ a mountain to 
grow out of a mole hill” in the 
Watergate scandal 
McLaughlin, a Jesuit priest who was 
one 
of 
Nixon’s 
most 
outspoken 
supporters during his White House days, 
said he kept his feelings to himself so 
that he would not “ inhibit him (Nixon) 
from recognizing that he should resign.” 
McLaughlin’s opinion of his former 
boss remained high, however He said 
Nixon left office “ with dignity and with 
colossal discipline and with good heart ” 
He also was a great peacemaker and 
that will be what historians put on the 
good side of the ledger,” McLaughlin 


said. “ He may be a peacemaker without 
precedent, only time will tell.” 
The Jesuit priest who had lashed out 
at 
Nixon’s 
critics 
and 
defended 
presidential profanity spoke out in an 
interview for the first time since Nixon 
resigned. 
McLaughlin said his personal feelings 
during the final 
Nixon days were 
“ instantly 
rage, 
desolation, 
the 
bends...” But now he has "a feeling of 
excitement 
and 
peace” 
with 
the 
elevation of Gerald R 
Ford to the 
presidency 
“ The 
difference 
between 
this 
administration (Ford) and the last in 
terms of atmosphere is the difference 
between cruising down the highway in 
an open car on a sun shiny day and 
driving in a limousine with the curtains 
drawn on a rainy day,” he said

arguments on Reinecke’s motions for a 
new trial or reversal of his conviction, 
said he would not change the sentencing 
date “ I expect to have a ruling prior to 
that,” he said 
Reinecke waived his right to be 
present at the hearing and remained in 
California. 
The 
judge 
withheld 
his 
ruling 
following a two-hour hearing at which 
Reinecke said the Senate committee had 
“ hid behind legislative privilege” to 
withhold evidence needed for his de­ 
fense They also contended Reinecke’s 
responses to questioning by committee 
members had been “ literally true’’ 


within the meaning of recent Supreme 
Court decisions. 
Reinecke was found guilty on July 27 
of having lied when he said he had not 
told Attorney General John Mitchell of 
an offer by ITT to help finance the 1972 
Republican National Convention prior to 
settlement of an anti trust suit against 
the company. 
Clarice Feldman, one of Reinecke's 
Washington lawyers, argued that he had 
been 
prosecuted 
by 
the 
Special 
Prosecutor’s office at the instigation of 
the Senate panel but was denied needed 
evidence in the possession of the 
committee. 
Miss 
Feldman 
said 
Committee 
Chairman James O. 
Eastland, D - 
Miss., had “ slammed the door” of 
legislative privilege in Reinecke’s face 
by claiming committee records were 
confidential and by saying the requested 
material was not relevant to Reinecke’s 
defense. 
At the same time, Miss Feldman said, 
the Senate Committee had given the 
prosecutors material they had requested.

Emmet Kay, 47, a civilian 
pilot, has been in the hands of 
the Communist Pathet Lao

“ We will handle his return to 
the United States as quickly 
and efficiently as possible,” a 
U.S. official said, “ but it would 
depend on his health and his 
own wishes as to how we would 
like to return.“ 
As far as is known Kay is in 
good health. He is being held in 
a cave at the Pathet Lao’s 
jungle headquarters near the 
North Vietnamese border. Dur­ 
ing part of the time he has been 
able to communicate with his 
family by letter. 
Although more than 1,000 
Americans are still listed as 
missing in Indochina, Kay is 
the only U.S. citizen known to 
be still alive in Communist 
hands. His small aircraft was

Pioneer 
designer 
dies 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Major 
Alexander P de Seversky, a 
hero of both World Wars as a 
Russian bomber pilot in the 
first and a leading U S. aircraft 
designer for the second, died 
Saturday 
at 
an East 
Side 
hospital He was 80 
A family spokesman attribut 
ed the death to a pulmonary 
edema Seversky died at the 
Memorial Sloan-Kettenng Can­ 
cer Center. 
Seversky played a major role 
during World War II as a 
designer of combat planes, 
including the prototype of the 
P47 Thunderbolt Fighter. 
In later years, he developed a 
wet-type 
electrostatic 
precipitator which became a 
key device for industrial air 
pollution control. 
A native of Tiflis, Russia, 
Seversky attended the Imperial 
Naval Academy and lost his 
right leg when shot down 
during his first bombing mis­ 
sion in 1915. Despite the loss of 
the leg, he returned to combat 
by special permission of Czar 
Nicholas II and flew more than 
50 missions, downing 13 enemy 
planes in 1917. 
Seversky came to the U.S. in 
1918 as a Russian military 
attache and stayed after the 
Russian Revolution forced the 
embassy to close, offering his 
services to the U.S. 
His inventions included sea­ 
plane landing gear in 1916; a 
gyroscopically stabilized syn 
chronous bombsight was the 
forerunner of inertial guidance 
systems and all-metal sea 
planes, 1921; and the P35, P43, 
and P47 fighters in 1938.

Butane explosion

suburb of Hattiesburg, were 
evacuated until the flames 
were extinguished 
The cause of the explosion 
was not known, but authorities 
said it apparently occurred 
near a valve. The gas is 
pumped into the ground for 
storage in a natural salt dome.

be left alone ? 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
defended Nixon long after other 
Republicans were fleeing from 
the Watergate disaster, was 
passing through recently 
“ I thought of stopping in to 
see him,“ Reagan told a Nixon 
friend 
“ But then I thought - maybe 
he doesn t want to see me So 1 
went on “ 
Paul Presley owns a $300,000 
home adjoining the Nixons 
seacoast estate, and knows 
Nixon quite well. But he hasn't 
seen Nixon since Aug 9, the 
day Nixon s resignation took 
effect while he was in flight 
over the Midwest, and he 
helicoptered 
to 
the

Guard station that shields the 
Nixon villa where he was

sh ip q u a litie s and m a n ­ 
agerial acum en are the men 
who hire the hardball skip­ 
pers. 
And if these owners of the 
team s (or their general man­ 
agers, an appendage of the 
owners) do not see fit to place 
a black at the helm, then 
w hat a gau d y p lu m e of 
triumph the black man may 
insert in his beaked, peaked 
cap 
In the last 20 years, 
there have been app roxi­ 
mately 175 m anagers in the 
maior leagues. And if there 
had been 24 team s — as there 
are today - from 1954 to 1962 
instead of 16. then there 
surely would have been over 
200 m anagers. A few m an­ 
agers died on the job or quit 
or were retired for health 
reasons; all others were dis­ 
missed for incompetency. 
T h is a v e r a g e s ou t to 
roughly one m anager for 
three years for every team. 
In any other industry, this 
kind of m ass turnover would 
necessitate the universal use 
of revolving doors. In base­ 
ball, they use turnstiles. 
In any other kind of indus­ 
try, su ch en orm o u s and 
wholesale changes at such a 
top level of m anagem ent 
would be destructive. Inter­ 
nal m orale and public confi­ 
dence would be in chaotic 


sham bles. 
Yet no matter 
how often the owners bum­ 
ble, the gam e, incredibly, 
su rvives. A pparently, the 
product is so good that it may 
be e n f e e b l e d but not 
altogether wiped out. 
In the last 20 years, only 
one team has kept on with 
one manager. That is the Los 
A n g e le s D o d g e r s , w ith 
Walter Alston. The Dodgers 
have won pennants, come 
close to others, fallen into the 
second division, returned to 
(he top of the standings. 
Alston has remained. It may 
be more than coincidence 
that Dodger owner Walter 
O'Malley has by far the most 
successful operation in base­ 
ball. He draws more fans, 
m akes more money, pleases 
m ore cu stom ers (w ith the 
cleanest and best-appointed 
park), and his team wins as 
many or more gam es than 
any competitor. 


The nam es ot no other 
owners will be mentioned 
here, for it is not this writer’s 
intention to malign, impugn, 
castigate or otherwise bum- 
rap th ese birdbrains. But 
isn’t the size of their alleged 
m inds painfully apparent 
when they keep firing the 
people they hire0 And with 
such relative swiftness? They 
just are incapable of making 
a sk illed appointm ent to 
begin with. 


The pattern according to

BROOKLINE, Mass. (UPI) — Blond Bjorn Borg, the 
unassuming wonderchild of tennis, has his adoring followers 
squirming in their seats.

Borg doublefaulted at duece of the next game, then 
watched Kodes whip a backhand winner down the left 
sideline to break the teen-ager’s serve. But Borg came right 
back to break Kodes’ serve, sending the match into a fifth 
set 13-point tiebreaker and the crowd into a frenzy.

Properly blocked 


Whether 
it 
was 
innate 
wisdom or merely the fear of 
voter reaction in an election 
year, an Assembly committee 
has properly blocked passage 
of a Senate proposal to raise 
salaries of the governor and 
other top officials. 


In approving the measure 
for increases in the governor’s 
and other salaries by 20 per 
cent, the senators sought to 
minimize 
their 
action 
by 
pointing out that the raise 
didn’t amount to five per cent 
a year since the last raise for 
those officials. They stated 
the total cost of the raises for 
all 
of 
the 
state 
officials 
involved would only amount to 
about $57,000 a year. 


In 
the 
first 
place, 
top 
salaries cannot be related to 
cost of living increases in the 
same manner as wage earners 
to whom percentage raises 
are specifically granted to 
adjust for higher living costs. 
One drawing $50,000 a year 
does 
not suffer 
the same 
effects from grocery store 
prices as does the worker 
earning $100 a week. 


And to contend that raising 
the governor’s salary from 
$49,000 to $60,000 with similar 
increases 
for 
five 
other 
constitutional officers, only 
amounts to an added cost to 
the taxpayers of less than 
$60,000 a year is either a 
practiced deception or a total 
lack of understanding of how 
salaries in government are 
set. 
The result which could be 
anticipated from raising the 
governor s salary is a whole 
merry-go-round 
of 
state 
salary reviews, starting with 
the top levels and permeating 
downward. But it wouldn’t 
end there. Counties and cities 
and special districts would 
also 
go 
through 
pay 
re- 
evaluations. And there would 
be 
a 
rub-off 
on 
private 
industry and even the federal 
government. For competition 
for employes between them 
all is involved. None of the 
salary 
adjustments 
would 
have anything to do with cost 
of living, although that would 
be the excuse. 
Only cost $57,000'.' It would 
have cost millions.

Rockwell scientists, reveals 10 new fault 
areas or suspected fault areas, in the 
broad region between Santa Barbara 
and San Luis Obispo. * 
More specifically, a map drawn up of 
the 
Pt. 
Conception 
area 
reveals 
evidence of six faults near the Lompoc 
Valley, three of which show signs of 
recent movement. 
A 
note 
of 
forbearance 
on 
the 
significance of the findings was sounded 
in an interview by Linda Tubbesing, 
technical assistant on the project. 
As close to prophesying cataclysm as 
she would venture was to say that the 
faults inferred from the very high 
altitude photo data are not indisputably 
proven faults. 
They are, she defined, areas revealing 
linear displacements of land such as 
occur when land masses are pressured 
in different directions along a fault line 
or in the same direction at different 
rates. But, she said, they could just look 
an awful lot like faults and still not be 
The 
linear 
land 
displacements 
discerned in the ERTS data are given 
away by tell-tale signs like streams that 
have been offset from their courses, 
bowed ridge lines and the like. There is 
no obvious explanation outside of fault 
activity 
for 
this 
apparent 
land 
migration, the technician said. But that 
they are actual faults — and not just 
apparent faults — must be proven by 
earth-bound geologists.

scope of the present study. When and if 
it will be done here is anyone's guess. 
As for “ recent” earth movement — to 
understand the usage of this term, you 
must 
understand 
the 
geologist's 
leisurely time frame. “ Recent” to a 
geologist is anything that happened in 
the last couple of million years or so. To 
him, anything this contemporary almost 
seems to have taken place a little after 
breakfast. 
The term “ recent” applied to the 
earth shifts in this area, then, doesn't 
predestine more earth shifts tomorrow. 
There are two known earthquake 
faults in the immediate Lompoc area. 
The largest rambles for miles along the 
spine of the Santa Ynez Mountains. It 
has formed eerie shear sones in the 
hills, areas where rock has ground 
against rock over eons of gradual fault 
pressure 
and 
left 
glassy 
walls 
shimmering as though they'd been 
polished by jewelers 
Chumash 
and 
earlier 
peoples 
approached there surfaces and left them 
festooned with their sacred paintings, 
some of which have been neglected by 
vandals and remain today. 
The 
second 
known 
fault 
in the 
immediate Lompoc area, according to 
the Rockwell team map, shoots shortly 
northeast from a source near Pt. 
Arguello. 
Of the suspected faults revealed by 
the satellite data, the longest reaches 
southeast about 30 miles from a coastal 
point just south of Pt. Sal It seems to 
skirt the incorporated city limits of 
Lompoc within several miles to the 
northeast. Along the way, the linear 
displacement cuts through Vandenberg 
Air Force Base not far from the 
developed and residential areas. 
The data indicates recent earth shifts 
along this line 
As assistant Tubbesing noted, the 
fault-hinting displacements in this area 
require much, much more feature study 
at close hand. There isn’t any doubt that 
such studies would be important to this 
valley, only a question of whether or not 
they’ll ever be done 
A shorter and also recently active 
linear anomaly parallels the 30 mile 
line, the ERTS data shows, and also 
appears to bypass the city to the 
northeast. 
The 
other 
local 
feature 
which 
displayed evidence of recent ground 
shifting is a much smaller line that 
heads 
briefly 
southeast 
from 
Pt. 
Arguello. 


Commissioned 
by 
the 
National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA), the Rockwell earth features 
study also includes parts of Arizona, 
Colorado, Nevada and Mexico. 


One of its overall conclusions is that 
ERTS data can be used to determine 
areas which, by their features, are 
apparently susceptible to earthquakes 
though they don’t have severe quake 
histories. 
Lompoc 
may well fall 
into this 
category. 


Concerning the nomination of Nelson 
Rockefeller as Vice President, a few 
observations. 
1. President Ford was clearly in 
search 
of 
stability.

great 
dislocations of recent months looked for 
a while as if they would certainly bring 
on a veto-proof Democratic Congress; 
and, indeed, there was even talk 
among experts about 
the possible extinction 
of the Republican Par­ 
ty. A political party 
that came that close 
to dissolution needs to 
gather up its icons, 
and principal among 
these is, to be sure, 
Nelson Aldrich Rocke­ 
feller. 
This is so for public and private 
reasons. For one thing Rockefeller has 
been around, and conspicuously around, 
longer than 
any other 
big 
league 
Republican 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
Richard Nixon. For another, he was 
undefeated 
as 
a 
Republican 
— 
undefeated on those occasions when he 
presented himself to all the voters. 
When he presented himself only to 
Republican 
voters, 
namely 
at 
the 
presidential primaries, he was, with 
insignificant 
exceptions, 
rebuffed. 
Barry Goldwater, senior to Nelson 
Rockefeller in respect of status attained 
as presidential candidate, never made 
as much headway with the independents 
and the Democrats as Rockefeller did. 
For this reason, no doubt, Rockefeller 
was preferred by Ford, who seeks now 
to broaden the base of his support 
And there are the personal reasons for 
Rockefeller’s eminence. On the whole, 
great wealth and its role in American 
politics is exaggerated But there are a 
few men who know how adroitly to use 
great wealth Joseph Kennedy was one 


and Nelson Rockefeller another When 
someone ceases to be governor of New 
York he becomes something very much 
like the Broadway show that closed 
down. 
But 
Rockefeller, 
using 
his 
extraordinary resources, could set up a 
series of flashy committees to gaze into 
crystal balls with the aid of computers, 
and keep himself prominent. And when 
such a man chooses to give a social 
party — say in honor of the Secretary of 
State, his former employe 
— he can 
command the presence of the nation’s 
princes; and they will attend, knowing 
there will be glamor there, and material 
beauty. Add to this that some men of 
ambition 
can 
no 
more 
shed 
that 
ambition than they can a birthmark, so 
that always 
there 
has been, 
with 
Rockefeller, something of what clung to 
Ch tries de Gaulle when he went out to 
Colombey lesdeux Eglises: Rockefeller 
has been a sort of stand-by government. 
2. There is some disappointment and 
some 
bitterness 
among 
some 
conservatives. 
I 
say 
among 
some 
conservatives, because there are those 
who remember less Rockefeller’s cry­ 
baby behavior m 1964 when he declined 
to support Barry Goldwater, than they 
do 
Rockefeller’s 
Australian 
crawl 
towards economic sanity. 
While he was governor of New York, 
he managed to increase the state budget 
by 
300 per cent, 
and 
the bonded 
indebtedness of the state by 600 per cent. 
But somewhere along the line, Nelson 
Rockefeller 
discovered 
that 
the 
resources of New York State are not as 
ample as those of the Rockefeller 
family, and on one occasion he was 
actually seen, at a small dinner party, 
toasting Governor Ronald Reagan of 
California and paying him effusive 
tribute for his inventive approach in 
paring the welfare rolls. Along about the

WASHINGTON - I NEA i - What 
with impeachment and resignation fever 
in the land, it passed almost without 
notice the other day when George 
McGovern rose on the floor of the 
Senate to insert a newspaper article into

constituted one of the truly raw ironies 
of the events which have stunned and 
sickened the nation in the last two years. 
McGovern’s 
inser­ 
tion was an article of 
confession written by

respected

ington reporter. The 
confession was that 
the reporter, a life­ 
long 
liberal, 
had 
decided to modify and 
moderate his political 
posture. The man, in 
short, had become a 
judicious 
conservative, 
and 
here 
was 
George 
McGovern 
commending the piece 
before his colleagues 
with 
the 
indication 
that 
the 
article 
reflected 
his 
own 
political maturation 
It 
boggles 
the 
brain. 
George 
McGovern going moderate9 Maybe even 
conservative? It’s like Ursala Andress 
entering a convent. But it’s apparently 
true. McGovern himself waffles on the 
matter, which is his character, but one 
of his chief assistants says with caution 
“ I think he is more conservative He s 
indicated as much to me anyway.” 
The irony in all this should be clear. 
First, Richard Nixon deserted the 45 
million Americans who voted for him in 
1972, and now George McGovern deserts 
the 28 million who voted for his radical- 
lib ideas It’s sad but true that the only 
people left who were not lied to or 
misled during 
1972 are those who 
wouldn't vote for either candidate. 
The McGovern change, which he says 
is “ not really substantial,” is surprising 
but 
hardly 
unprecedented 
for 
the 
Senator from South Dakota. During the 
’72 campaign, he altered his views on 
issues with the weather. One day, you’ll 
recall, he thought it would be a good idea 
to 
give 
1,000 
government 
dollars 
annually to every man, woman and child 
in the nation; the next day, with the 
snickers and guffaws of a bemused 
public ringing his ears, he decided the 
idea wasn't so hot after all. 
And before that, even on the issue that 
propelled the Senator into Presidential 
politics — Vietnam — McGovern was 
inconsistent. In 1963, he was the first 
man in the Senate to speak against the 
war. But a year later he voted for the 
Tonkin Gulf Resolution which gave 
authority to widen the conflict. Then he 
began saying that Vietnam was a civil 
war and so should be left to the natives 
to wage but a few months later he was 
quoted as admitting it was too late for 
the United States to withdraw. “ We 
have a commitment and we must stay 
until the dispute is resolved,” he said 
then. 
He has now assuredly been dead, and 
continually, against 
Nam for many 
years — but who’s to say, really, what 
his thought on it will be tomorrow? 
It is, of course, true that flexibility 
among leaders is good for the nation. 
Intransigence of thought can be evil. It 
is also obvious that Darwin’s laws rule 
politics as nature, thus, survival goes to 
those 
who 
are 
most 
adaptable. 
Concerning the latter, McGovern is 
currently facing stiff opposition for 
reelection in his home state and admits 
his 
recent 
conversion 
to 
fiscal 
responsibility 
in 
government 
and 
hawkish 
attitudes toward 
veteran’s 
benefits is intended to “ demonstrate I 
am concerned about the values and 
views held by the people of South 
Dakota.” 
Yet given these realities, there is such 
a thing as going too far. Particularly 
now. Surely the times demand higher 
political priorities than merely self- 
survival. 
It 
should 
be 
hoped 
the 
constituency has had enough claptrap 
from its electeds (“ I shall not be a 
candidate for the Presidency in 1976;” 
Gerald Ford, January, 1974). People 
m ay 
forgive 
blindness, 
even 
incompetency, but never baseness. The 
cry must be for candor. 
Unfortunately, the evidence is that 
candor is, even now, just another 
political promise. Since Richard Nixon’s 
retreat there has been much talk of it in 
Washington and elsewhere, but only 
scant commitment. 
Actually, 
many 
seem to feel the Nixon resignation was 
enough, that it satisfied the public anger 
and that now authorities can return to 
monkey business as usual. Enter George 
McGovern Mr. Waffler. Sigh. The man 
is 52 years old — when is he going to 
make up his mind?
